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St. Albert Development Policies 


This is the second in a 
series of three articles pre= 
pared for the Gazette by 
Councillor John Bakker, In 
the first article Mr, Bakker 
presented his assessment 
and policy views on St, Alb= 
ert’s finances, Space will be 
made available to other town 
councillors should they wish 
to discuss any aspects of 
town affairs, The Gazette 
believes such articles will 
assist readers to inform 
themselves on town matters. 


JOHN BAKKER 


A number of ameneties will not be possible until the 
town has a larger population than it has now, A major 
department store will not locate in St. Albert until the 
population of St, Albert reaches the 30,000 level. For 
more all-round high schools we also need a larger 
population, The same is true for a covered swimming 
pool and other facilities, The demand for facilities is 
there now, but we will need more families to share in 
the costs. 

However growth can also produce costs that the 
municipality may not be able to handle. During the New 
Town era of St, Albert the growth rate was too rapid, 
Also during that era the municipality did all the cone 
struction work itself such as sewers, watermains, 
and other services, The result was too large a staff 
that was difficult to reduce once the growth stopped. 

Any development policies are therefore now geared to 
a few fundamental principles: 


1, The developer does the construction for all services, 
with the town setting the standards, controlling and 
supervising installations, 

2. The development should take place at no cost to 
the town. As a result the developer has to pay for addi- 
tional water supply and sewage disposal facilities (at 
present we ask $198 per dwelling unit for off-site costs), 

3, The planning of each neighborhood is evolved 
between the town’s planner, the developer and the public 
works committee. 


Once houses are built, they are assessed andtaxes are 
based on this assessment. The experience in St, Albert 
{is that each dwelling unti has a high occupancy (average 


is 46, compared to Edmonton 3.8), The result is that :‘ 


the school taxes levied on new housing must at least be 
equal to the average on existing housing, otherwise 
existing residents would subsidize new development. 
As a result the council has instituted a rule that new 
Single family houses must have a minimum assessment 
of $5,500 and row housing of $5,700 (more because row 
housing occupies less assessable land per unit), 

The town also limits the amount of row housing to 
17 per cent of the total land area, and there ts a further 
restriction that the overall density should not exceed 
22 persons per gross acre, 

One of the consequences of the minimum assessment 
rule is that for a family to locate in St, Albert, the 
family income has to be about $10,000 per year (based 
on the rule that 25 per cent of income can be spent on 
housing, $10,000 will allow a monthly payment of $210), 
It should be realized that there is a major problem in 
providing low cost housing in the Edmonton area, How- 
ever it is the view of the St, Albert town council that as 
long as our tax rate is higher than in Edmonton, St, 
Albert should not try to solve Edmonton's problems, 

There is some dissatisfaction in the town with condo= 
miniums or town house projects, If we did not allow any 
row housing, then the minimum income would have to be 
$12,00 or more, It ts not really desirable to create this 
kind of snobbishness in the community, since the middle 
income groups have shown themselves to be the most 
active participants in community affairs, So while there 
is economic fustification for the minimum assessment 
rule, there is a social fustification for permitting some 
row housing (up to 17 per cent of the area), 

Before a developer can proceed, there must be agree- 
ment with the school boards on the location and the price 
of land for schools, School buildings qualify for money 
from the foundation program, however school land does 
not. As part of the co-operation between the various 
levels of local governments, the town has strengthened 
the negotiating position of the school boards, Also it 
permits the developer to calculate all his costs prior to 
development. 

More development will of course mean that we will 
require a larger water supply main from the City of 
Edmonton. We need this larger main anyway so that we 
do not rely bn one main, but weneed more people so that 
we can pay for this main, In this regard we hope to 
work together with the Universities Commission and the 
new Board of Governors of the fourth university since 
the new university will also require water from the city. 

Our present sewage lagoons can be improved by 
aeration to handle a population of 20,000, Aeration would 
eliminate the smell problem in the spring and allow a 
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discharge into the Sturgeon River twice a year, Lagoon= 
ing is the cheapest way of treating sewage and produces 
an acceptable effluent, A study is now being made by the 
firm Stanley Associates Engineering Ltd. as to what is 
the best alternative beyond the 20,000 population level. 


The possible alternatives are: 

1, more lagoons 

2. a treatment plant in St, Albert 
3, a pipeline to Edmonton 


The University Commission has already decided that 
the new university should discharge its sewage into the 
Edmonton system, Again there is a possibility of joint 
use of mains that is being investigated. 

The town will also have to relocate its dump by the 
end of the year. The plan is to have a sanitary landfill 
together with the M, D, of Sturgeon. 

It is worthwhile to briefly review the status of the 
various neighborhoods, 

GRANDIN PARK 

The main road pattern and the future school sites 
have now been finalized, As yet there is no final design 
or development agreement for the area that is presently 
zoned R3 (row housing), The town has to make sure that 
the boundary roads (Sir Winston Churchill and Edmonton 
Road) will be built as part of the next development 
stages. It is particularly the large length of boundary 
road that necessitates the intensive land development. 
BALL ESTATE 

The Ball Estate is the area between Grandin Road 
and St. Albert Road. This area has multiple ownership 
and also requires a trunk sewer. Most of this area 
should become single family, except for the area near 
the drive-in theatre. There are no school sites planned 
in the Ball Estate, 

STURGEON HEIGHTS 

This area is the only neighborhood just about com- 
pleted. Half the boundary roads have been developed. 
The other half will be completed when the adjacent 
neighborhood develops, 

FOREST LAWN 

This neighborhood is east of Sturgeon Heights. The 
Paul Kane High School will be in the Forest Lawn 
neighborhood. This area is being replotted from the 
old grid system to the more modern design of cres- 
cents and places. A 20 acre publicly owned parcel will

BRAESIDE 

The old Braeside area between Bishop Street and the 
highway is short of parkland. The council is investigating 
the possibility of a land swap to make part of the area 
north of Sturgeon Road public land. 

The eastern part of Braeside is the Alcan development, 
Here the town is obtaining its first experience with con. 
dominiums, Final judgement is not possible until all of it,

From the Mayor’s Chair 


Due to the decision by council to supply a newspaper 
to the ratepayers o! the Town of Morinville, and as it is 
quite some time since I have had the opportunity for an 
informal conversation through the news media, I want to 
inform you, first hand, of the program that your council 
is endeavouring to bring you, the ratepayers of Morin- 
ville, 

First let me comment on the street program. Due to 
the excessive rainfall, the program is not progressing as 
fast as both you and the council would like, but I am sure 
the majority of the ratepayers realize the reason for the 
delay, and it is hoped for better weather to speed up the 


rogram. 

There has been some comment as to the grade level of 
the roadway as compared to the elevation ofthe driveways. 
I can assure you, that wherethere is extensive work re- 
quired to align the driveway with the road, your council 
is prepared to undertake these changes. Where there ts 
extensive damage to hard surface driveways, the town will 
also undertake to see that they are repaired to their 
original condition. 

May I thank you for your patience and understanding, 
and for your tolerance to adverse road conditions at this 
time, due to the delay, My only comment is that, ina 
project such as this, in all cases things sometimes have 
to get worse before they can become better. 

Some wild rumors are also circulating that the mill 
rate will go up in 1971 to pay for our street debentures. 
I can assure you that your council took these factors into 
consideration before striking the mill rate for 1970, and 
these rumors are unwarranted, 

Frontier Daze for 1970 ts now history. Mayl, on behalf 
of you, the ratepayers and residents of Morinville, and 
the town council, congratulate the directors of Frontier 
Daze and the many volunteer workers for a wonderful 
display of community co-operation without which a pro- 
gram of this magnitude would not be possible, Our floats 
are still travelling from community to community, thus 
cementing better public relations with our urban and 
rural neighbors, 

Just a small but important piece of information for 
your general knowledge. Your overall assessment is 
increasing in an orderly manner, thus enabling improve- 
ments to keep up with developments; but due to changes 
in municipal allowable borrowings in any one year, It 
has now become necessary for any new development, by 
any developer, to be on a prepaid frontage basis. This 
is not unique with Morinville, as all towns and cities 
are finding themselves in the same position, Also your 
population has increased by 25 per cent since 1966. 
I am sure that you wouldswish me to say ‘‘Welcome 
to Morinville, new residents!” 

Speculation is also running high as to the development 
of certain areas of the town. The remarks ! hear are all

A familiar figure to any- 
one who’s lived in the town 
for any length of time, Mr, 
Hamilton {s ‘‘out on the beat’’ 
in all kinds of weather, gath- 
ering empty soft drink and 
beer bottles which he finds in 
lanes, ditches, shopping 
areas and parks, 

Many a local resident, 
hurrying home from a late- 
night party, has been sure 
prised to see Mr, Hamilton 
out on his rounds as early 
as 4 o'clock on a summer 


« morning. 


‘It’s the best time to beat 
the heat,’’ he says. 

The walking began as a 
form of exercise prescribed 
by doctors following aseries 
of strokes in 1965, It turned 
into a more useful and pro« 
fitable occupation about 
three years ago when Mr, 
Hamilton decided, “I might 
as well be doing something 
as nothing on these walks,’’ 

‘‘Besides, I was going 
crazy just walking, I started 
walking too fast and you 


# should have seen the blist- 


ers on my feet. It got so 
bad that I used to walk on 
the highway to ease my feet 
and then I was in trouble 
with the police as motor- 
ists couldn't see me at 
night.’’ 

Once he began the bottle 
collecting, he says, he man= 
aged to slow down his pace-- 
and he’s been busy at his 
self-appointed job ever since 
He carries two large pails 
with him on his rounds, He 
admits the pails get a little 
heavy when they’re full of 
bottles and his left hand, 


“ weakened by the sirokes, 


gives him some trouble. 

“I used to weigh 230 
pounds but now I'm down to 
185,’’ he says, ‘‘I was a 


very strong man at one time 
and it’s frustrating not to be 
able to use my left hand for 
much, It has akind of ghostly 
feeling in it.’’ 

But all in all, he’s not 
complaining, 

Besides getting the exer= 
cise he needs, he’s able to 
supplement his pension with 
the refund money from the 
bottles, 

‘And the police appre= 
ciate the work I’m doing, 
helping to keep the town 
clean,’’ he adds. 

He won't attempt a guess 
at how many bottles he’s 
gathered over the past years 
or what his effort has nett- 
ed him in cash, other than 
to say that ‘‘sometimes it’s 
a paying proposition,”’ 

“Tf you're lucky, and you 
get out early, there are all 
kinds of bottles to be picked 
up.’’ Sometimes a contribu- 
tion of several cases of 
empty beer bottles follow- 
ing a party, ups the ante 
considerably, 

Besides the bottles he 
picks up at random, Mr, 
Hamilton has certain calls 
in the business and residen-

“T go anywhere I'm asked 
to call,’’ he says, His rounds 
take him as far afield as the 
Klondike Inn and the Drive-In 
Theatre, although he admits 
that he doesn’t make thetrip 
to the drive-in as often as he 
once did.
